Crass have said once that punk is dead. If you look back at the original 
punk explosion of the mid-seventies and see where those people are that 
originally begot the whole thing you'd pretty much have to ggree with 
Crass:punk is definitely dead. Most of the groups have either broken up 
or sold wut or something similar, so what have you left? Not too much. 

On the other hand if you look at all the new punk groups both here in the 
US and abroad, you could say, No, punk's not dead. So which is it: dead 
or alive? Well, I think you have to examine a very basic question: what 
is "punk" exactly? If being "punk" is nothing more than peculiar fashions, 
Safety pins, and obnoxious slogans and logos, then it is nothing more 
than a trend, destined to cash in its collective chips, so to speak. So 
then it all boils down to it being a fad like disco or the twist or what- 
ever and can be eventually safely packaged for mass-consumerism, because 
it —: as much of a threat as Say, milk and cookies, If this is what 
punk is then it deserves to die. What good is it then, and for whom? No, 
real punk is not fashion or colored hair or safety pins or even obnoxious 
Slogans: PUNK is an attitude, the way you look at things or situations 
and your particular reaction to them. Are you real or are you reel? Punk 
is being honest with yourself and asking yourselfiis this what I really 
want to do, want to be, or am I merely acting out the part chosen for me? 
Punk is doing it yourself, not others doing it for you, in other words 
being a responsible person, not a flock-following sheep. Punk is quest- 
ioning values and mores and hopefully doing something about it. If you 
feel strongly against, say, nuclear weapons or racial inequality or any 
other problem, then say something about it, do something about it. Use 
that energy and creativity and gray matter that is yours alone, and be 
your own person. Real punk will always make a good deal of people feel 
uncomfortable, because it makes them look inside themselves, and that's 
Scary. And maybe that's just what people need sometimes: a confrontation 
of all sorts. Is punk dead? It's up to you.
